In some quarters a fear has Iteen ex¬ 
pressed that the new rural municipal¬ 
ity system would mean rapid increase 
of taxation. They fear the county 
system of the United States and East¬ 
ern Canada, where the building of 
court bouses and registry offices and 
the employment of hoardes of officials 
made taxation a burden on the peo¬ 
ple. This fear is groundless. No such 
changes are made possible by the act. 
There will be no buildings and bo extra 
officials. The council cannot borrow 
auy money before* by-law bus,been 
carried by a two-thirds vote of the 
electors authorising them to do so. A 
separate by-law must be carried in 
this way for each individual loan. The 
people have absolute control. The 
payment of the councillors also will 
be a saving. Only five are to be paid 
where formerly there were nine. The 
allowance is $4 per day for the reeve 
and 93 per day for the other council¬ 
lors for a maximum of ten days in the 
year. .

HISTORIC TOWN VANISHING 


First Capital Being Pulled Down by 
Miasiaippl 

Within a few months more the last 
traces of old "Kaskasla,” first capital 
of the State of Illinois and one of the 
first settlements of the white man In 
the Mississippi valley, will have dis¬ 
appeared. The yellow Mississippi is 
steadily pulling down the remaining, 
land that was once a part of th*- 
town site- All that now remains is 
an old building that was'once used 
as a '‘smokehouse" by some of the cit¬ 
izens. Houses, powder magazines, 
stockades and fortifications have all 
slid into the river. 

Kaskasia is still on the maps of Il¬ 
linois, but the original town is at the 
bottom of the river. The best efforts 
failed to check the river’s steady ad¬ 
vances. A few years ago the Kas- 1 
kasla river, usually known as the ~«- 
aw river, began to cut into its west¬ 
ern bank a mile’or so above thejgbint 
where it flows into the Mississippi. At 
.high water the flood from the big 
river began leaping across the narrow 
neck of land that divided the two 
currents. Finally the big river cut 
entirely across the spit of sand and 
rock that had separated the two and 
Old Kaskasia became an island. 

One hundred and fifty years ago the 
site where the smokehouse still lin¬ 
gers was the seat of the largest city 
west of the Allegheny mountains. In 
a few months more the last of the old 
town will have sHpped Into the river 
and the island that was cut off from 
the mainland will Itself disappear. 1

Curlews Gunfire Effects When the 
Maxim Eileneer le Used. 

Taking as his text the double repost 
noted during the firing on tbe battle- 
ship North Carolina during tbe aerial 
target practice. Hiram Percy Maxtas 
writes: “Onr experiments wltb tbe 
Maxim silencer have developed many 
other intereatlng cases. For example. 
If k rifle equipped with a silencer la 
fired down a railroad track having tele¬ 
graph poles along tbe side there Is a 
distinct 'crack' beard for each tele¬ 
graph pole. If tbe rifle la fired from 
an open field with a tree or a clump 
of bushes at say. 200 yards there 
la beard a 'crack' from this clump'of 
trees. If there are several detached 
Clumps of trees or bushes over tbe 
open field there will be beard a ‘crack’ 
for each one of them. If, Instead of 
firing parallel with tbe ground, tbe 
gun la elevated and fired straight up 
in the air. we bear no noise at all. ex¬ 
cept the fall of tbe hammer and tbe 
puff of tbe gaaea escaping from the 
silencer. ' 

“The reason for this la probably aa 
follows: in the ordinary' gun the re¬ 
port noise Is so loud that it engulfs all 
o»y>r Hounds, and we are conscious of 
nothing but report noise Itself.- -it Is 
not until this report noise la annulled 
that we can bear tbe bullet flight 
DOlse.

Shade of the blessed Freidricb Froe- 
bell Tbere is as wide a difference be¬ 
tween the aimless and boisterous di¬ 
versions Improvised by the ignorant 
nurse and the scientific methods of the 
trained kludcrgartner as In tbe final 
results of Mr. Squeers’ school and those 
of Arnold of Rugby. ■*»' 

It la only the unobservant part of the 
community that could misjudge , tb« 
value of the "gifts” and-inoccupations,” 
the names given by Froebel to the ba¬ 
sis of the kindergarten idea. In these 
gifts and occupations tbe children see 
nothing but playthings, but It Is surely 
inexcusable Ignorance In this day of 
enlightenment on the subject, when 
tbe mothers of rhe children nelthei 
know nor perceive their underlying 
principles, and yet some persons think 
that telling a child the correct name of 
a thing In Infancy is to threaten blm 
with brain fever. Just as they croak 
about young Sldls being a “soph" at 
Harvard at thirteen. And when It i» 
explained that a box of blocks may Il¬ 
lustrate tbe first principles of geometry 
to a child of five the untaught mother 
holds up her bands In horror. 

But It Is easy for the child to know 
the six sided blocks as cubes and more- 
entertaining to form geometrical de¬ 
signs with tbem than to keep od mak¬ 
ing tbe "house that Jack built” JusB 
to topple over unendingly. Moreover, 
he comes to tbe difficult study of ge¬ 
ometry In later years with a clearer 
understanding, because, bavlng han¬ 
dled cubes, be has a sense perception 
of tbesn. and. In verification of Resta- 
lozzt’a doctrine of object teaching a* 
the scientific method In opposition t» 
mere memory culture, tbe child has an 
handled tbem as to be perfectly famil¬ 
iar with their angles and relative pro¬ 
portions and readily comprehends the 
basis of a theorem Id college days. 

Tbe kindergarten child comes, first 
of all. under tbe law of obedience, « 
law honored by children en masse, 
though'naturally disregarded by tbem 
singly In their homes. Tiny aa he Is, 
be Is called to order on tbe stroke of 
9. Then be Joins bis companions la 
singing Joyous songs of "good mor¬ 
row,” making his little salutation to 
teachers and friends as be repeats the 
greeting. This Is bis beginning of 
courtliness In public. Then follows an 
hour of singing, each song containing 
within Its sugar coating of sparklldg 
tone some bit of observation about 
tbof% things dear to tbe child heart— 
the -sun, moon and stars; tbe birds, 
butterflies, flowers and animals;, the 
sea and the mountains. Then follow 
tbe active games, the story telling, tbe 
clay modeling and tbe paper mat 
weaving, each bavlng so much more 
meaning than lies on the surface. 

While the kindergarten has. of 
course, long since become a necessary 
part of a child's training, from those 
nurtured In the lip of luxury to those 
wbo exist In tbe slums. It Is a remark¬ 
able fact Aat few of these motberti 
have ever accompanied tbelr children 
there, and those who have never seen 
a roomful of happy klndergarteD chil¬ 
dren filling their morning bourn with 
Intelligently^ directed play have no 
Idea how readily they form graphic 
aod lasting mental pictures to tbe ac¬ 
companiment of rhythmic movement 
when singing their lovely songs and 
making gestures and postures to Il¬ 
lustrate them nor how, by means of 
absorbing modeling, tbe basic Idea of 
the beauty and joy of construction an 
opposed to destructiveness may be 
awakened.

At the fall of the second empire of 
Francs, wbeo Napoleon 111 was de¬ 
throned. the communists of Farts took 
pos s ession of tbs city. They compris¬ 
ed that element which brought about, 
tbe reign of terror during the French 
aprialng against the Bourbons in the 
previous century- only the former rev¬ 
olutionists were led by a mingling of 
patriots and demagogues, while tbe 
latter were led by Impractical idealists. 

Among these commune leaders waa 

• young artist. Gaston Boyer, wbo waa 
as much of a poet as an artist. Thera 
Is something fascinating in tbe enthu- 
alasm of these dreamers wbo would 
bring about a Eutopla. At any rate. 
Boyer was ipuch beloved by all wbo 
knew him. Mile. Adele Bolvlasant. a 

.person of very different Ideas from 
blm, met and fell In love with blm 
and. ber love being returned, after 
their engagement did all abe could to 
•radicate his wild notions. 

However, at the first movement of 
tho commune In 1870 Boyer threw blm- 
aetf Into It and became tbe captain of 
one of tbe bands or companies in that 
force which obtained tbe control of 
Paris. For several days they held the 
power to Inaugurate any governmental 
system they chose and had they be¬ 
gun to lay the foundations for such a 
system would undoubtedly have held 
It longer. But. bavlng reached a point 
where their dreams must either be¬ 
come a realization or fall to pieces, like 
the wave that trembles before It 
breaks, tbe communists, not knowing 
what to do with their power: remain¬ 
ed Inactive, let It fall and went down 
With It to their ruin. 

• During tbe last struggle wltb those 
who were striving to place France 
•gain under a governing power Gas¬ 
ton Boyer was dangerously wounded. 
Being nearer tbe residence of his 
fiancee than bis own borne, be told 
those wbo were dragging blm from 
the clutch of the victors to carry him 
there. They did so. Mile. Bolvlasant 
received blm and. finding that be was 
bleeding profusely, hurried out to se¬ 
cure the services of a surgeon. 

This was Just preceding that slaugh¬ 
ter of communists which was the most 
pitiful accompaniment of any modern 
revolution. The prisons were filled with 
them, and In groups they were taken 
out Into the yards, placed with their 
faces agalDat a wall and shot down 
without mercy. In the general massa¬ 
cre even children were made TO" suffer 
with the rest This method of destroy¬ 
ing anarchy is a bloody page Id tbe his¬ 
tory of government 

Gaston Boyer, fighting desperately 
■nd holding bis men together at tbe 
.barricade he defended, was a marked 
man to his enemies. The officer who 
led a battalion of Infantry against him 
when he took the barricade sent Lieu¬ 
tenant Bertrand wltb a file of men to 
get possession of.-tbe communist who 
bad given them so much trouble.

Mending Screens. 

Few repairs are more conspicuous or 
anuoying than ugly parches on screen 
doors or windows.

Longest Span Bridge 
| It Is claimed for the new double¬ 
deck bridge which is now nearly com¬ 
pleted across, the Missouri river at 
Kansas City that’ It Is the longest 
span riveted bridge as yet construct¬ 
ed, the length of the main span be¬ 
ing 425 feet- The striking novelty 
of the structure la the fact that the 
lower platform can be raised against 
the floor by means of powenoperated 
cables, drums and concrete counter¬ 
weights. The vertical travel of the 
platform Is 46 feet, and It is raised 
and lowered by two 250 horse-power 
motors.

With the death of Jeremiah C. Don¬ 
ovan, marble and granite cutter, th» 
list of those who helped save th >. 
North from invasion in 1862 by taking 
a powder train through to Antletam, 
hag lost its name. 

Gen. McClellan was fighting desper¬ 
ately against Lee's combined forces 
on the field of Antletam when he dis¬ 
covered that powder was scarce, so 
-that he could not use his heavy artil¬ 
lery against the Confederate forces. 
McClellan telegraphed to Washington 
that he must have powder at once. 
A trainload of exploslvea was hasten¬ 
ed to Bridgeport, Pa., and the Cum¬ 
berland Valley Railroad was re'-”— 
ed to carry it over its line to Antle¬ 
tam. Volunteers were sought to run 
the engine. 

“IH take it to Antletam or to bell!” 
said Joe Miller, engineer, as he step¬ 
ped to the throttle- 

With the tracks clear for a strjtch 
of’ seventy-eight miles between the 
Susquehanna and the Potomac Joe 
Miller and his crew made rec-*rd time, 
with only two stops. , When the 
train reached Chambersburg the v<le 
boxes were ablaze, and Jeremiah Don¬ 
ovan, then 17 yeais old, climhel 
aboard and volunteered his scrvli es 
He vainly tried to keep the axle boxes 
cool during the spurt to Hagerstown, 
eight miles from Antletam. It re¬ 
sembled a train of -.fire and smoke as 
It pulled Into the Maryland city. 

The powder saved the day for Mc¬ 
Clellan, and placed the crew of the 
powder train on the unrecorded roll 
of the heroes of Antletam. Donovan 
a as the only survivor. He was a 
i native of Chambersburg, and came ti 
[Carlisle thirty seven years ago and 
established a marble yard there.— 
Philadelphia North American.
